. THK REVIVAL OF VeunY Laws,‘ 

We had supposed that no journal in South 
Carolina would ever again be called wpon to 
discuss the folly and inugtility of laws against 
usury. We, however, regret to find that we 
were mistaken. There are still, as it appears 
from the bill before the Legislature, men who 
adhere & the prejudices of the past, and ig- 
nore the laws of trade, whieh are now ac- 
knowledged by every writer on political econ- 
omy, by every merchant, and by every think- 
ing man who has ever given them the slight- 
est couxidesgtion—lawse which have been con- 
firmed by fhe practical working of genera- 
tions, aii which have been proven to be true 
by the expéfience of our own State since the 
close of the late war. 

When that war closed, our industry was 
prostrated, and our people required capital to 
cultivate our flelde and to organize our de- 
storyed commerce, Usury laws were then 
in force, and it is a fact known to every man 
who has any experience at all, that their ex- 
istence only tended w increase the price of 
money. ‘The rates of interest were higher 
than they otherwise would have been, be- 
cause men who were obliged to have money 
were not only compelled to bay for it in pro- 
portion as was the supply to the demand, but 
were also obliged to pay the lender an insur- 
ance on the risk which he was running in 
violation of the law. A legislature, em 
ing much of the best talent in the State, eece- 
ing this eondition of things in existence, was 
forced to take into consideration the whole 
subject of money, and the result of their de- 
liberation was the abolition of the Usury 
laws. The result of that | was instant- 
ly Visible. Money flow ,and the rates of 
interest fel! at lcast six cent. more. Un- 
der that repeal our industries have steadily 
revived, our people have become solvent, our 
6x are constantly increasing, and money 
is ghecoming , more sbundant, and, conse- 
q y, cheaper. The renewal of Usu 
laws can only tend to reproduce the cond)- 
tion of things which existed prior to their 
abolition; and, it seems to us, that no wise 
fan would desire to see our State again re- 
duced to the condition in which she was 
placed a few years ago.

Washington is quite lively to-day with the 
influx of Congreasmen and lobbyists, although 
it is hard to realize that Congress does really 
mect to-morrow, and that we are on the eve 
of great or smail events.
